No. 444 /87-Com . II. - The Government of India have been 
considering the question of giving representation to the 
Andhra Pradesh State on the Indian Central Jute Committec , 
as that Statc produces the bulk of Mesla , which is largely 
used in the jute induytry . After carclul conyideration of the 
question , the Government of India have now decided to amend 
the late Department of Education , Flealth and Lands Resolu . 
tion No, F , 254 / 34 / A dated tlie 28th May, 1986 (as an ended 
from time to time) in order to provide representation to the 
Andhra Pradesh State. Accordingly , para 9 of the Resolution , 
sctting up the Committce , is hereby amended , with immediate 
effect, so as to read as follows:
